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I was qoi ng to reprint soisething from an earlier issue, maybe 
I still will.. But that doesn't fit with the theme of this i ssue 
and of ANDUIN today. Last year at this time I wrote an article on 
my first year in the hobby. The article was, on looking back, 
interesting but poorly written and put together. I think I have 
learned a great deal since then, especially in expressing myself 
in print. I think that I have always had good ideas, but I am 
just now learning how to put these ideas together .articularly. I 
remember sending out samples of that issue #13 to several people 
in England and recieving back some sharp, but helpful and honest 
criticism as far as the lay— out, style and general -form of ANDUIN. 
At the time I was mildly shocked but I'm now grateful to them as I 
think that I took their criticism to heart and really worked to 
improve ANDUIN. And I really do believe that ANDUIN has improved 
vastly, since then, and, the great thing is, I still have room to 
get much much better if I try. Perhaps the computer has played an 
important part in Anduin's appearence, but I think that even more 
importantly was my attitude towards the 'zine. I'm writing this 
article, -for instance as a rough draft first. That was one of the 
suggestions I recieved. . . A few issues later, I asked for some 
feedback concerning the zine (editing, format, etc.). This helped 
me a great deal and eventually led me to realise that I should put 
out the kind of sine that I want to, and those who like it will 
stick with it, and those who don't can always leave, There 
certainly is more than enough variety in the hobby to appease 
everyone. 

Since I now consider myself an "experi anced" pubber and GM, I 
think I can safely say that I notice certain trends in the hobby. 
These regard novices, feuds, organisations, and especially 
pubber s. I see a lot of what early ANDUINS used to look like in 
lines like RAGING HA IN, MANIFEST DESTINY, and WHO CARES'? I hope 
those guys take that as a compliment. I also notice trends, as I 
said in feuds. Sure, the names are different, but the theme is 
always the same. This is the one aspect of the hobby that I 
really don't like. One of the recent feuds that really bothered 
me was the so— called " Cough 1 an—Mar t i n " feud. Both are good 
friends. What was I supposed to do? Don't -feel sorry for me now 
but it's things like this that really bothered me. Now another 
close friend is having a feud with another close friend and 
there's absolutely nothing I can do but sit here and suffer. 1 
myself have managed to avoid getting into any real feuds for a 
long time now. Although it looks like one is brewing between 
myself and that asshole Highfield. And to think I thought he was 
a nice guy when I first met him. He probably still i_s a nice guy, 
but if you knew what I know about the shit he has been pulling 
recently, you would understand why I'm furious with him. I've 
tried to keep even this out of Anduin but hints of it show up and 
I'm aware of it. I apologize to you all and hope that you will 
not let it 1 owsr your enjoyment of the zine. I certainly don't 
intend to let it do that to me. 

I ' ve a 1 so noticed a trend that Mark Berch brought up a few 
months ago* that of' GMing style. All I can say is that your 
absolutely right Mark, and this is just something you can see 
after a few years of e>; per i ance.
